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THE  COMMITTEES  IN  CONGRESS

Sen.  Bill  Brock,  Tenn.,  says  "The 
committee  system  is  the  crucial 
element  in  any  serious  effort  to 
strengthen  Congress,  just  as  it  is  the 
crucial  element  in  any  serious  effort 
to  pass  legislation." 

For  it  is  in  the  committees  and 
subcommittees  that  the  decisions  are 
made.  By  the  time  things  get  to  the 
floor  it's  often  kind  of  "death  bed" 
legislation — there  isn't  much  you 
can  do  about  it  at  that  point.  So  the 
important  thing  is  to  find  out  on 
which  committees  your  Senators  and 
Representatives  serve  and  whether 
they  are  on  the  most  important  com¬ 
mittees  such  as  Appropriations,  Ways 
and  Means,  and  Finance. 

The  Legislative  Reorganization  Act 
of  1970  contained  a  number  of  pro¬ 
visions  that  measureably  improve  the 
capacity  of  Congress  to  do  its  job. 
For  example,  it  increased  the  number 
of  professional  staff  members  for 
each  standing  committee,  strengthened 
the  Congressional  Research  Service, 
reduced  the  size  of  a  number  of  Sen¬ 
ate  committees,  made  available  to 
committees  cost  effectiveness  analysts 
from  the  General  Accounting  Office 
(GAO),  provided  for  open  committee 
meetings  unless  a  majority  of  mem¬ 
bers  voted  otherwise,  required  the 
recording  and  publication  of  votes 
within  Committee  (and,  in  the  House, 
on  teller  votes),  and  set  in  motion 
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a  joint  effort  by  Congress,  the  Office 
of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
and  the  GAO  to  develop  better 
data  for  congressional  use  on  federal 
budget  and  fiscal  matters.  Congress 
also  has  established  an  Office  of 
Technology  Assessment  to  help  im¬ 
prove  its  ability  to  evaluate  scientific 
and  technical  proposals  for  legislation. 

But  many  problems  remain.  Some 
can  be  spelled  out  quickly — secrecy, 
seniority,  and  power  concentrated  in 
certain  committees  such  as  House 
Ways  and  Means  (which  handles  a 
wide  range  of  legislation  from  trade 
to  taxation.)  Other  problems  are  over¬ 
lapping  jurisdiction  and  no  overall 
setting  of  national  priorities. 

SECRECY.  A  House  Rules  Sub¬ 
committee  is  trying  to  undo  the  teller 
vote  reform  of  1970  by  requiring  33 
Members  instead  of  the  present  20 
to  request  a  recorded  teller  vote. 
There  has  been  pressure  to  make  the 
figure  44  or  even  as  high  as  88.  The 
recorded  teller  vote  is  vital,  for  it 
requires  Representatives  to  take  pub¬ 
lic  positions  on  many  issues  that  they 
would  prefer  to  avoid. 

Congressional  Quarterly  reports 
that  in  1972  Congressional  commit¬ 
tees  held  40%  of  their  hearings  and 


other  meetings  in  secrecy.  The  House 
closed  its  committee  meetings  44% 
of  the  time;  the  Senate  37%.  Figures 
for  1973  are  not  yet  available,  but  are 
expected  to  reflect  more  open  meet¬ 
ings.  However,  a  Common  Cause 
study  from  last  March  7  (when  a 
House  anti-secrecy  rule  took  effect) 
through  1973,  noted  that  while  almost 
80%  of  all  House  committees  (and 
subcommittees)  have  opened  their 
bill-drafting  sessions  to  the  public, 
some  committees — appropriations  in 
particular — continued  to  do  much  of 
their  work  in  secret.  On  the  other 
hand,  some,  such  as  the  Defense 
Appropriations  Subcommittee,  at¬ 
tempted  to  hold  more  open  hearings 
last  year.  The  open  meetings  that 
now  characterize  the  House  are  in 
stark  contrast  to  the  Senate  where 
secrecy  continues  to  govern  the  con¬ 
duct  of  all  but  a  few  committees. 

SENIORITY.  The  system  discour¬ 
ages  members  from  changing  com¬ 
mittee  assignments  chiefly  because 
seniority  is  based  solely  on  committee 
longevity  rather  than  overall  House 
tenure.  While  seniority  may  no  longer 
mean  automatic  chairmanship  some 
day  (House  members  now  vote  for 
committee  chairmen),  it  does  gen¬ 
erally  lead  to  the  top  spot  anyway. 
Power  is  concentrated  in  chairmen, 
often  from  safe,  1-party  states  and 
districts. 

THE  COMMITTEE  SYSTEM.  Pub¬ 
lic  witnesses  are  welcomed  in  some 
committees,  discouraged  or  forbidden 
in  others.  Some  committees  make 
little  use  of  their  subcommittees.  The 
League  of  Women  Voters  points  out 
that  subcommittees  have  multiplied 
rapidly  since  1945  in  the  House — 
from  106  to  nearly  150.  "A  multi-

plicity  of  subcommittees  perpetuates 
little  fiefdoms  which  are  highly  vul¬ 
nerable  to  special-interest  pressures/' 
says  Lucy  Wilson  Benson,  president 
of  the  League. 

JURISDICTION,  PRIORITIES.  The 
whole  Congressional  information  sys¬ 
tem  leans  greatly  on  the  President 
and  the  executive  bureauracy.  Con¬ 
gress  has  neither  the  committee  struc¬ 
ture  nor  the  staff  and  equipment  to 
propose  and  defend  an  overall  budget 
independent  of  that  submitted  by  the 
President.  (The  Executive  Branch  last 
June  had  access  to  7,149  computers. 
Congress  has  access  to  six). 

What  are  some  of  the  solutions 
being  proposed?  A  network  of  com¬ 
mittee  jurisdiction  that  has  defined 
spheres  of  power  in  the  House  since 
1947  could  be  changed  by  1975  if 
Representatives  approve  recommen¬ 
dations  circulated  by  their  Select 
Committee  on  Committees.  Chairman 
Richard  Bolling,  Mo.,  and  Vice-Chair¬ 
man  Dave  Martin,  Neb.,  issued  a 
working  draft  Dec.  7,  expecting  to 
hold  markup  sessions  in  February. 
Bolling  hopes  passage  will  come  about 
the  time  of  the  Easter  recess. 

Three  committees  would  be  abol¬ 
ished  and  several  would  be  given 
entirely  new  responsibilities.  Ways 


CHECK  OFF  FOR  CAMPAIGNS 

Be  sure  to  check  off  your  $1  for 
political  campaigns  on  your  U.S.  in¬ 
come  tax  return.

If  enough  people  re¬ 
spond,  public  financing  programs  of 
elections  probably  will  be  broadened. 


and  Means  would  be  stripped  of  its 
control  over  foreign  trade,  giving  that 
to  the  Foreign  Affairs  Committee. 
Most  aspects  of  health  insurance  leg¬ 
islation  would  go  from  Ways  and 
Means  to  a  new  committee  on  Com¬ 
merce  and  Health.  Agriculture  would 
lose  food  stamps.  Food  for  Peace  and 
school  milk  (going  to  Ways  and 
Means,  Foreign  Affairs,  and  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Labor  respectively).  Interior 
would  take  over  energy  and  en¬ 
vironment. 

But  Prof.  Norman  Ornstein  of 
Catholic  University  declares  that  some 
of  the  most  basic  problems  would 
remain  virtually  unchanged.  He  says 
"the  authorization  and  appropriations 
functions,  for  example,  would  re¬ 
main  separate,  a  predicament  that 
has  long  needed  changing." 

Ornstein  says  there  would  still  be 
four  committees — Rules,  Ways  and 
Means,  Budget  (a  newly  proposed 
committee)  and  Appropriations — with 


a  life-and-death  power  over  all 
legislation. 

HERE  ARE  SOME 
FCNL  PROPOSALS: 

1.  No  secrecy.  All  committee  meet¬ 
ings  should  be  open,  except  perhaps 
for  highly  delicate  national  security 
matters. 

2.  Keep  present  House  recorded 
teller  vote  system — where  requested 
by  20  members. 

3.  Provide  more  expertise  to  Mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress.  Beef  up  resources 
available  in  agencies  such  as  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Accounting  Office  (GAO)  and 
the  Congressional  Research  Service  of 
the  Library  of  Congress. 

4.  Less  reliance  on  seniority.  Elected 
chairmen  in  the  House  is  a  major  step 
forward;  the  Senate  should  do  the 
same.  Committee  rules  should  be  lib¬ 
eralized  where  necessary  to  assure 
democratic  procedures. 

5.  Redistribute  committee  power. 
The  functions  of  the  Finance,  Ways 
and  Means,  Appropriations  and  Rules 
Committees  should  be  shared  with 
other  relevant  committees. 

6.  More  joint  committees  and  more 
joint  hearings  by  House  and  Senate 
Committees  to  streamline  Congres¬ 
sional  consideration  of  issues  and  re¬ 
duce  the  burden  on  Administration 
officials.

plicity  of  subcommittees  perpetuates 
little  fiefdoms  which  are  highly  vul¬ 
nerable  to  special-interest  pressures," 
says  Lucy  Wilson  Benson,  president 
of  the  League. 

JURISDICTION,  PRIORITIES.  The 

whole  Congressional  information  sys¬ 
tem  leans  greatly  on  the  President 
and  the  executive  bureauracy.  Con¬ 
gress  has  neither  the  committee  struc¬ 
ture  nor  the  staff  and  equipment  to 
propose  and  defend  an  overall  budget 
independent  of  that  submitted  by  the 
President.  (The  Executive  Branch  last 
June  had  access  to  7,149  computers. 
Congress  has  access  to  six). 

What  are  some  of  the  solutions 
being  proposed?  A  network  of  com¬ 
mittee  jurisdiction  that  has  defined 
spheres  of  power  in  the  House  since 
1947  could  be  changed  by  1975  if 
Representatives  approve  recommen¬ 
dations  circulated  by  their  Select 
Committee  on  Committees.  Chairman 
Richard  Bolling,  Mo.,  and  Vice-Chair¬ 
man  Dave  Martin,  Neb.,  issued  a 
working  draft  Dec.  7,  expecting  to 
hold  markup  sessions  in  February. 
Bolling  hopes  passage  will  come  about 
the  time  of  the  Easter  recess. 

Three  committees  would  be  abol¬ 
ished  and  several  would  be  given 
entirely  new  responsibilities.  Ways 


CHECK  OFF  FOR  CAMPAIGNS 

Be  sure  to  check  off  your  $1  for 
political  campaigns  on  your  U.S.  in¬ 
come  tax  return.  Members  of  Con¬ 
gress  will  be  examining  taxpayers' 
reactions  in  this  new-style  popular 
referendum.  If  enough  people  re¬ 
spond,  public  financing  programs  of 
elections  probably  will  be  broadened. 


and  Means  would  be  stripped  of  its 
control  over  foreign  trade,  giving  that 
to  the  Foreign  Affairs  Committee. 
Most  aspects  of  health  insurance  leg¬ 
islation  would  go  from  Ways  and 
Means  to  a  new  committee  on  Com¬ 
merce  and  Health.  Agriculture  would 
lose  food  stamps.  Food  for  Peace  and 
school  milk  (going  to  Ways  and 
Means,  Foreign  Affairs,  and  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Labor  respectively).  Interior 
would  take  over  energy  and  en¬ 
vironment. 

But  Prof.  Norman  Ornstein  of 
Catholic  University  declares  that  some 
of  the  most  basic  problems  would 
remain  virtually  unchanged.  He  says 
"the  authorization  and  appropriations 
functions,  for  example,  would  re¬ 
main  separate,  a  predicament  that 
has  long  needed  changing." 

Ornstein  says  there  would  still  be 
four  committees — Rules,  Ways  and 
Means,  Budget  (a  newly  proposed 
committee)  and  Appropriations — with 


a  life-and-death  power  over  all 
legislation. 

HERE  ARE  SOME 
FCNL  PROPOSALS: 

1.  No  secrecy.  All  committee  meet¬ 
ings  should  be  open,  except  perhaps 
for  highly  delicate  national  security 
matters. 

2.  Keep  present  House  recorded 
teller  vote  system — where  requested 
by  20  members. 

3.  Provide  more  expertise  to  Mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress.  Beef  up  resources 
available  in  agencies  such  as  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Accounting  Office  (GAO)  and 
the  Congressional  Research  Service  of 
the  Library  of  Congress. 

4.  Less  reliance  on  seniority.  Elected 
chairmen  in  the  House  is  a  major  step 
forward;  the  Senate  should  do  the 
same.  Committee  rules  should  be  lib¬ 
eralized  where  necessary  to  assure 
democratic  procedures. 

5.  Redistribute  committee  power. 
The  functions  of  the  Finance,  Ways 
and  Means,  Appropriations  and  Rules 
Committees  should  be  shared  with 
other  relevant  committees. 

6.  More  joint  committees  and  more 
joint  hearings  by  House  and  Senate 
Committees  to  streamline  Congres¬ 
sional  consideration  of  issues  and  re¬ 
duce  the  burden  on  Administration 
officials.

TAXATION  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  WEALTH  AND  INCOME 


(Here  are  the  basic  principles  of 
the  policy  statement  adopted  at  the 
FCNL  Annual  Meeting  on  "Taxation 
and  Distribution  of  Wealth  and  In¬ 
come/'  Write  to  FCNL  for  the  full 
text  and  supporting  data.) 

ADEQUATE  INCOME 

1.  Responsibility  of  individuals  and 
society.  All  people  should  have  fair 
access  to  the  resources  and  services 
required  to  meet  their  basic  needs. 
These  include  access  to  adequate  food, 
clothing,  housing,  health  care,  educa¬ 
tion,  child  care,  transportation,  legal 
services,  and  a  healthy  environment. 
Such  access  should  be  a  matter  of 
right,  not  a  privilege  which  can  be 
denied. 

Individual  and  family  responsibility 
calls  for  persons  to  work  construc¬ 
tively  to  meet  their  own  needs  insofar 
as  this  is  possible.  Society  has  a  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  provide  opportunity 
for  employment  for  all  those  who  are 
able  and  free  to  work,  either  in  the 
public  or  private  sector  of  the  econ¬ 
omy.  Society  also  has  a  responsibility 
to  provide  an  assured  income  for 
those  unable  to  work  or  unable  to 
achieve  adequate  earnings. 

2.  Role  of  the  Federal  Government. 
In  order  to  provide  equity,  efficiency, 
and  adequacy,  regardless  of  location, 
the  federal  government  should  assist 
states  and  communities  in  meeting 
nationwide  standards  in  education  and 
other  services  where  direct  responsi¬ 
bility  is  borne  locally. 

3.  Full  employment  and  assured 
income.  To  assure  adequate  income, 
maintenance  of  full  employment  is 
the  first  task.  Present  U.S.  policy 
results  in  an  unacceptable  level  of 
unemployment.  A  more  effective  co¬ 
ordination  of  monetary  and  fiscal  pol¬ 
icy  is  essential  along  with  training 
and  retraining.  The  systems  of  as¬ 
sured  income  should  complement  the 
full  employment  policy  and  be  de¬ 


signed  to  provide  timely  minimum  in¬ 
come  adequate  to  maintain  health 
and  human  decency  and  to  encourage 
people  to  make  use  of  their  productive 
capacity  rather  than  penalize  them 
economically  for  working. 

PROGRESSIVE  TAXATION 

1.  Overall,  the  tax  system  should 
be  truly  progressive,  to  achieve  equity 
and  impartiality  and  to  correct  the 
maldistribution  of  national  wealth 
and  income. 

2.  Social  Security  taxes  should  be 
more  equitable  and  progressive. 

3.  All  personal  income  taxes  should 
be  progressively  graduated.  Income 
for  tax  purposes  should  be  defined 
comprehensively  and  treated  uni¬ 
formly.  The  deductions  and  special 
forms  of  treatment  contained  in  the 
present  tax  system  are  really  subsidies 
and  almost  all  should  be  eliminated. 
However,  the  tax  system  should 
encourage  contributions  in  support 
of  voluntary  non-profit  organizations 
and  modest  individual  contributions 
to  the  political  party  or  candidate  of 
one's  choice. 

4.  Subsidies  found  to  be  really 
needed  should  be  voted  out  of  public 
revenues  by  elected  public  bodies 
after  adequate  public  debate.  Subsi¬ 
dies,  including  grants,  loans,  loan 
guarantees  and  other  preferences, 
should  be  subject  to  carefully  estab¬ 
lished  standards  to  assure  that  they 
meet  basic  needs.  All  subsidies  should 
be  reviewed  periodically  at  such  in¬ 
tervals  as  will  permit  reappraisal  of 
need  and  conformity  to  standards. 

5.  Capital  Gains.  Gains  in  the 
value  of  capital  assets  which*are  sold 
or  transferred  by  gift  or  inheritance 
should  be  taxed  as  income,  under 
rates  which  allow  averaging  over  sev¬ 
eral  years  and  adjustment  for  the 
impact  of  inflation,  deflation  or  forced 
sale. 

6.  Inheritance.  To  prevent  large 


fortunes  from  being  passed  from  one 
generation  to  another,  taxes  on  in¬ 
heritances  and  personal  gifts  should 
be  made  truly  progressive. 

CONCENTRATION  OF  WEALTH 
AND  ECONOMIC  POWER 

1.  The  corporate  tax  and  subsidy 
system,  as  well  as  the  anti-trust  laws, 
should  remove  the  rewards  for  in¬ 
creasing  concentration  and  control 
of  wealth  in  a  few  hands  and  should 
discourage  the  development  or  contin¬ 
uance  of  multidivisional  corporations 
and  conglomerates  by  eliminating  the 
provisions  that  facilitate  mergers,  such 
as  tax-free  exchange  of  corporate 
stocks. 

The  corporate  tax  system  should 
be  made  more  progressive,  with  elim¬ 
ination  of  such  loopholes  as  excessive 
depletion  allowances,  and  establish¬ 
ment  of  progressive  tax  rates,  formu¬ 
lated  so  as  to  enable  small  businesses 
and  small  and  moderate-sized  corpo¬ 
rations  to  survive. 

2.  A  National  Economic  Commis¬ 
sion  should  be  created  with  continu¬ 
ing  responsibility  for  discovering  and 
reporting  to  the  public  and  policy¬ 
makers  the  full  picture  concerning 
patterns  of  concentration  and  con¬ 
trol  of  wealth  and  of  economic  enter¬ 
prise.  In  the  composition  of  such  a 
commission,  provision  should  be  made 
for  representation  from  consumer 
groups  and  from  low-  and  middle- 
income  persons. 

3.  In  corporate  control  and  man¬ 
agement,  representation  and  partici¬ 
pation  of  minority  and  other  groups 
now  subject  to  economic  discrimina¬ 
tion  are  needed  in  order  to  encourage 
policies  leading  to  more  equitable  dis¬ 
tribution  of  wealth  and  income. 

TAX  CHANGES 

No  tax  should  be  enacted,  revised, 
or  repealed  without  careful  and  open 
consideration  of  the  effect  on  the 
distribution  of  wealth  and  income.

on  "Next  Steps  to  Establish  Integrity 
in  Government."  Included  was  "Sup¬ 
port  for  action  by  the  House  Judici¬ 
ary  Committee  to  examine  whether 
grounds  exist  for  impeachment  of  the 
President  and  to  report  its  Endings  to 
Congress  and  the  public."  The  first 
four  points  called  for  far-reaching 
campaign  financing  reforms,  full 
financial  disclosure  of  assets  and  in¬ 
come,  citizen  action  in  the  1974  Con¬ 
gressional  elections,  and  appointment 
of  a  special  independent  prosecutor.

"We  believe  Friends  should  con¬ 
sider  these  questions  regarding  the 
issue  of  impeachment: 

(1)  Did  the  President  order  or 
permit  the  secret  bombing  of  Cam¬ 
bodia,  then  a  neutral  nation,  and 
falsify  documents  to  conceal  this  fact 
from  the  American  people? 

(2)  Did  the  President  or  his  agents 
commit  acts  which  violate  public 
trust? 

(3)  Did  the  President  fail  or  refuse 
faithfully  to  execute  the  laws  enacted 
by  Congress? 

(4)  Did  the  President  wilfully  ex¬ 
ceed  the  powers  vested  in  him  by 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States? 

(5)  Did  the  President  cause  or  wil¬ 
fully  permit  the  rights  of  U.S.  citizens 
to  be  trespassed  upon  in  violation  of 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States? 

"We  recognize  the  right  and  urgent 
duty  of  Friends  as  individual  citizens, 
and  as  members  of  Friends  Meetings 
where  unity  is  present,  to  speak  out 
on  the  issue  of  integrity  in  govern¬ 
ment,  one  of  the  most  important 
issues  of  our  generation." 

PRINCIPLES  OF  HEALTH  CARE 
—IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

"Urgently  needed  is  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  a  rationally  designed,  in¬ 
tegrated,  comprehensive  and  respon¬ 
sible  system  for  providing  to  all 
residents  an  adequate  level  of  quality 
health  care."  So  reads  the  prologue 


to  the  FCNL  statement  on  'Trindples 
of  Health  Care  in  the  United  States 
of  America." 

With  special  emphasis  on  national 
coordination  of  health  resources,  the 
statement  points  out  the  need  for  any 
health  system  in  the  United  States 
to  operate  from  a  concept  of  positive 
health  instead  of  the  current  illness 
care  practice.  Such  a  positive  health 
concept  includes  the  development  and 
maintenance  of  good  health  through 
consumer  education,  preventive  health 
care  and  community  health  action 
programs. 

Substantial  direct  consumer  par¬ 
ticipation  is  called  for  in  the  planning, 
development,  administrating,  financ¬ 
ing  and  evaluating  of  all  aspects  of 
the  health  system.  Real  responsive¬ 
ness  to  human  need  demands  such 
a  level  of  involvement  on  the  part  of 
those  served. 


MAJOR  priorities'^ 

The  FCNL's  1974  major  priorities,  . 
approved  by  the  General  Committee 
in  January,  include  integrity  in  gov¬ 
ernment — campaign  financing,  disclos¬ 
ure  of  assets  and  income,  and  exam¬ 
ination  of  presidential  impeachment. 

The  other  areas  of  principal  FCNL 
action  in  the  year  are: 

M  Provision  of  jobs  and  assured  in¬ 
come*  (especially  public  service  em¬ 
ployment,  minimum  wage  legislation, 
unemployment  compensation,  welfare). 

M  Adequate  health  care  program  for 
all  Americans. 

M  Reduction  in  military  spending 
and  military  aid  *  (especially  in  Indo¬ 
china,  Mideast  and  deactivation  of 
U.S.  troops  in  Europe). 

M  Building  multinational  alternatives 
(international  peacekeeping,  United 
Nations,  arms  control  agreements). 

#  Effective  Internationalization  of 
the  Oceans.* 

Other  priority  areas,  not  on  the 
major  list,  include  alleviation  of  hun¬ 
ger  at  home  and  abroad*;  amnesty, 
draft;  detente  with  Cuba;  economic 
and  social  development  abroad,*  crim-  ^ 
inal  justice,  and  funds  for  social  ser¬ 
vices  and  programs  at  home. 


*  The  energy  crisis  affects  a  broad 
range  of  FCNL  priorities.  It  is  related 
to  fundamental  Friends  concerns  for 
the  right  sharing  of  the  world's  re¬ 
sources,  national  priorities  and  the 
waste  of  war,  and  simplicity  in  style 
and  standard  of  living.  FCNL  will  try 
to  suggest  these  perspectives  in  these 
and  other  priority  items  as  time  and 
expertise  permit. 


IMPEACHMENT  EXPLAINED 

The  word  impeachment  is  in 
use  often  these  days,  but  per¬ 
haps  few  realize  that  it  is  an 
accusation,  not  a  conviction.  If 
the  House  Judiciary  Cmte.  (Rep. 
Peter  Rodino,  N.J.  Chairman) 
reports  in  favor  of  imp>eachment 
and  the  House  concurs,  the  Pres¬ 
ident  would  go  on  trial  in  the 
Senate  with  all  members  serving 
as  a  jur>’  and  Chief  Justice 
Burger  as  judge.  A  two-thirds 
majority  is  required  for  convic¬ 
tion.  The  penalty  is  removal 
from  office. 


The  statement  broke  with  tradi¬ 
tional  forms  of  health  cafe  delivery 
by  calling  for  new  approaches  to  be 
tried  and  evaluated.  Included  were: 
new  approaches,  such  as  new  roles 
in  the  health  care  personnel,  the 
utilization  of  skilled  health  care  per¬ 
sonnel  in  the  jobs  for  which  they  are 
most  adequately  prepared  and  equita¬ 
ble  funding  of  a  nationally  coordi¬ 
nated  health  care  system  which  is 
non-discriminatory. 

Several  key  factors  in  the  new 
health  care  statement  were  the  clear 
need  for  the  most  equitable  and  effi¬ 
cient  use  of  our  nation's  limited  health 
resources,  the  sharing  of  health  infor¬ 
mation  on  all  levels  of  any  health 
care  system  and  most  importantly, 
the  necessity  of  quality  and  cost  con¬ 
trols.

ADEQUATE  INCOME 

1.  Responsibility  of  individuals  and 
society.  All  people  should  have  fair 
access  to  the  resources  and  services 
required  to  meet  their  basic  needs. 
These  include  access  to  adequate  food, 
clothing,  housing,  health  care,  educa¬ 
tion,  child  care,  transportation,  legal 
services,  and  a  healthy  environment. 
Such  access  should  be  a  matter  of 
right,  not  a  privilege  which  can  be 
denied. 

Individual  and  family  responsibility 
calls  for  persons  to  work  construc¬ 
tively  to  meet  their  own  needs  insofar 
as  this  is  possible.  Society  has  a  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  provide  opportunity 
for  employment  for  all  those  who  are 
able  and  free  to  work,  either  in  the 
public  or  private  sector  of  the  econ¬ 
omy.  Society  also  has  a  responsibility 
to  provide  an  assured  income  for 
those  unable  to  work  or  unable  to 
achieve  adequate  earnings. 

2.  Role  of  the  Federal  Government. 
In  order  to  provide  equity,  efficiency, 
and  adequacy,  regardless  of  location, 
the  federal  government  should  assist 
states  and  communities  in  meeting 
nationwide  standards  in  education  and 
other  services  where  direct  responsi¬ 
bility  is  borne  locally. 

3.  Full  employment  and  assured 
income.  To  assure  adequate  income, 
maintenance  of  full  employment  is 
the  first  task.  Present  U.S.  policy 
results  in  an  unacceptable  level  of 
unemployment.  A  more  effective  co¬ 
ordination  of  monetary  and  fiscal  pol¬ 
icy  is  essential  along  with  training 
and  retraining.  The  systems  of  as¬ 
sured  income  should  complement  the 
full  employment  policy  and  be  de¬ 


signed  to  provide  timely  minimum  in¬ 
come  adequate  to  maintain  health 
and  human  decency  and  to  encourage 
people  to  make  use  of  their  productive 
capacity  rather  than  penalize  them 
economically  for  working. 

PROGRESSIVE  TAXATION 

1.  Overall,  the  tax  system  should 
be  truly  progressive,  to  achieve  equity 
and  impartiality  and  to  correct  the 
maldistribution  of  national  wealth 
and  income. 

2.  Social  Security  taxes  should  be 
more  equitable  and  progressive. 

3.  All  personal  income  taxes  should 
be  progressively  graduated.  Income 
for  tax  purposes  should  be  defined 
comprehensively  and  treated  uni¬ 
formly.  The  deductions  and  special 
forms  of  treatment  contained  in  the 
present  tax  system  are  really  subsidies 
and  almost  all  should  be  eliminated. 
However,  the  tax  system  should 
encourage  contributions  in  support 
of  voluntary  non-profit  organizations 
and  modest  individual  contributions 
to  the  political  party  or  candidate  of 
one's  choice. 

4.  Subsidies  found  to  be  really 
needed  should  be  voted  out  of  public 
revenues  by  elected  public  bodies 
after  adequate  public  debate.  Subsi¬ 
dies,  including  grants,  loans,  loan 
guarantees  and  other  preferences, 
should  be  subject  to  carefully  estab¬ 
lished  standards  to  assure  that  they 
meet  basic  needs.  All  subsidies  should 
be  reviewed  periodically  at  such  in¬ 
tervals  as  will  permit  reappraisal  of 
need  and  conformity  to  standards. 

5.  Capital  Gains.  Gains  in  the 
value  of  capital  assets  which'are  sold 
or  transferred  by  gift  or  inheritance 
should  be  taxed  as  income,  under 
rates  which  allow  averaging  over  sev¬ 
eral  years  and  adjustment  for  the 
impact  of  inflation,  deflation  or  forced 
sale. 

6.  Inheritance.  To  prevent  large 


fortunes  from  being  passed  from  one 
generation  to  another,  taxes  on  in¬ 
heritances  and  personal  gifts  should 
be  made  truly  progressive. 

CONCENTRATION  OF  WEALTH 
AND  ECONOMIC  POWER 

1.  The  corporate  tax  and  subsidy 
system,  as  well  as  the  anti-trust  laws, 
should  remove  the  rewards  for  in¬ 
creasing  concentration  and  control 
of  wealth  in  a  few  hands  and  should 
discourage  the  development  or  contin¬ 
uance  of  multidivisional  corporations 
and  conglomerates  by  eliminating  the 
provisions  that  facilitate  mergers,  such 
as  tax-free  exchange  of  corporate 
stocks. 

The  corporate  tax  system  should 
be  made  more  progressive,  with  elim¬ 
ination  of  such  loopholes  as  excessive 
depletion  allowances,  and  establish¬ 
ment  of  progressive  tax  rates,  formu¬ 
lated  so  as  to  enable  small  businesses 
and  small  and  moderate-sized  corpo¬ 
rations  to  survive. 

2.  A  National  Economic  Commis¬ 
sion  should  be  created  with  continu¬ 
ing  responsibility  for  discovering  and 
reporting  to  the  public  and  policy¬ 
makers  the  full  picture  concerning 
patterns  of  concentration  and  con¬ 
trol  of  wealth  and  of  economic  enter¬ 
prise.  In  the  composition  of  such  a 
commission,  provision  should  be  made 
for  representation  from  consumer 
groups  and  from  low-  and  middle- 
income  persons. 

3.  In  corporate  control  and  man¬ 
agement,  representation  and  partici¬ 
pation  of  minority  and  other  groups 
now  subject  to  economic  discrimina¬ 
tion  are  needed  in  order  to  encourage 
policies  leading  to  more  equitable  dis¬ 
tribution  of  wealth  and  income. 

TAX  CHANGES 

No  tax  should  be  enacted,  revised, 
or  repealed  without  careful  and  open 
consideration  of  the  effect  on  the 
distribution  of  wealth  and  income. 
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on  "Next  Steps  to  Establish  Integrity 
in  Government."  Included  was  "Sup¬ 
port  for  action  by  the  House  Judici¬ 
ary  Committee  to  examine  whether 
grounds  exist  for  impeachment  of  the 
President  and  to  report  its  findings  to 
Congress  and  the  public."  The  first 
four  points  called  for  far-reaching 
campaign  financing  reforms,  full 
financial  disclosure  of  assets  and  in¬ 
come,  citizen  action  in  the  1974  Con¬ 
gressional  elections,  and  appointment 
of  a  special  independent  prosecutor. 

The  FCNL  statement  went  on  to 
say  that  "At  this  time  we  cannot 
know  what  action,  if  any,  the  House 
Judiciary  Committee  will  recommend 
to  the  House.  We  therefore  ask  the 
[FCNL]  Executive  Committee  at  the 
time  the  Judiciary  Committee  acts,  to 
examine  its  recommendations  in  the 
light  of  Friends  principles  and  FCNL 
policy  and  take  such  action  as  seems 
appropriate  at  that  time. 

"We  believe  Friends  should  con¬ 
sider  these  questions  regarding  the 
issue  of  impeachment: 

(1)  Did  the  President  order  or 
permit  the  secret  bombing  of  Cam¬ 
bodia,  then  a  neutral  nation,  and 
falsify  documents  to  conceal  this  fact 
from  the  American  people? 

(2)  Did  the  President  or  his  agents 
commit  acts  which  violate  public 
trust? 

(3)  Did  the  President  fail  or  refuse 
faithfully  to  execute  the  laws  enacted 
by  Congress? 

(4)  Did  the  President  wilfully  ex¬ 
ceed  the  powers  vested  in  him  by 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States? 

(5)  Did  the  President  cause  or  wil¬ 
fully  permit  the  rights  of  U.S.  citizens 
to  be  trespassed  upon  in  violation  of 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States? 

"We  recognize  the  right  and  urgent 
duty  of  Friends  as  individual  citizens, 
and  as  members  of  Friends  Meetings 
where  unity  is  present,  to  speak  out 
on  the  issue  of  integrity  in  govern¬ 
ment,  one  of  the  most  important 
issues  of  our  generation." 

PRINCIPLES  OF  HEALTH  CARE 
—IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

"Urgently  needed  is  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  a  rationally  designed,  in¬ 
tegrated,  comprehensive  and  respon¬ 
sible  system  for  providing  to  all 
residents  an  adequate  level  of  quality 
health  care."  So  reads  the  prologue 


to  the  FCNL  statement  on  "Principles 
of  Health  Care  in  the  United  States 
of  America." 

With  special  emphasis  on  national 
coordination  of  health  resources,  the 
statement  points  out  the  need  for  any 
health  system  in  the  United  States 
to  operate  from  a  concept  of  positive 
health  instead  of  the  current  illness 
care  practice.  Such  a  positive  health 
concept  includes  the  development  and 
maintenance  of  good  health  through 
consumer  education,  preventive  health 
care  and  community  health  action 
programs. 

Substantial  direct  consumer  par¬ 
ticipation  is  called  for  in  the  planning, 
development,  administrating,  financ¬ 
ing  and  evaluating  of  all  aspects  of 
the  health  system.  Real  responsive¬ 
ness  to  human  need  demands  such 
a  level  of  involvement  on  the  part  of 
those  served. 


MAJOR  PRIORITIES 

The  FCNL's  1974  major  priorities, 
approved  by  the  General  Committee 
in  January,  include  integrity  in  gov¬ 
ernment — campaign  financing,  disclos¬ 
ure  of  assets  and  income,  and  exam¬ 
ination  of  presidential  impeachment. 

The  other  areas  of  principal  FCNL 
action  in  the  year  are: 

0  Provision  of  jobs  and  assured  in¬ 
come*  (especially  public  service  em¬ 
ployment,  minimum  wage  legislation, 
unemployment  compensation, welfare). 

0  Adequate  health  care  program  for 
all  Americans. 

0  Reduction  in  military  spending 
and  military  aid*  (especially  in  Indo¬ 
china,  Mideast  and  deactivation  of 
U.S.  troops  in  Europe). 

%  Building  multinational  alternatives 
(international  peacekeeping.  United 
Nations,  arms  control  agreements). 

9  Effective  Internationalization  of 
the  Oceans.* 

Other  priority  areas,  not  on  the 
major  list,  include  alleviation  of  hun¬ 
ger  at  home  and  abroad*;  amnesty, 
draft;  detente  with  Cuba;  economic 
and  social  development  abroad,*  crim¬ 
inal  justice,  and  funds  for  social  ser¬ 
vices  and  programs  at  home. 


*  The  energy  crisis  affects  a  broad 
range  of  FCNL  priorities.  It  is  related 
to  fundamental  Friends  concerns  for 
the  right  sharing  of  the  world's  re¬ 
sources,  national  priorities  and  the 
waste  of  war,  and  simplicity  in  style 
and  standard  of  living.  FCNL  will  try 
to  suggest  these  perspectives  in  these 
and  other  priority  items  as  time  and 
expertise  permit. 


IMPEACHMENT  EXPLAINED 

The  word  impeachment  is  in 
use  often  these  days,  but  per¬ 
haps  few  realize  that  it  is  an 
accusation,  not  a  conviction.  If 
the  House  Judiciary  Cmte.  (Rep. 
Peter  Rodino,  N.J.  Chairman) 
reports  in  favor  of  impeachment 
and  the  House  concurs,  the  Pres¬ 
ident  would  go  on  trial  in  the 
Senate  with  all  members  serving 
as  a  jury  and  Chief  Justice 
Burger  as  judge.  A  two-thirds 
majority  is  required  for  convic¬ 
tion.  The  penalty  is  removal 
from  office. 


The  statement  broke  with  tradi¬ 
tional  forms  of  health  care  delivery 
by  calling  for  new  approaches  to  be 
tried  and  evaluated.  Included  were: 
new  approaches,  such  as  new  roles 
in  the  health  care  personnel,  the 
utilization  of  skilled  health  care  per¬ 
sonnel  in  the  jobs  for  which  they  are 
most  adequately  prepared  and  equita¬ 
ble  funding  of  a  nationally  coordi¬ 
nated  health  care  system  which  is 
non-discriminatory. 

Several  key  factors  in  the  new 
health  care  statement  were  the  clear 
need  for  the  most  equitable  and  effi¬ 
cient  use  of  our  nation's  limited  health 
resources,  the  sharing  of  health  infor¬ 
mation  on  all  levels  of  any  health 
care  system  and  most  importantly, 
the  necessity  of  quality  and  cost  con¬ 
trols.
